THE ‘DOUHET- DOCTRINE 
National Security ‘And A. 


Powerful 


BY AIR COMMODORE L, E. O. CHARLTON, 


Last week I had occasion . to 
mention tne italian general Glullo 
Douhet, bracketing him with “Bil- 
ly" Mitchell, late of the United 
States Army, as examples of alr 
enthusiasts considerably ahead of 
contemporaneous thought. It now 
occurs tO Me that many readers 
may not have heard extensively of 
Douhet or that, alternatively, few 


, are well acquainted with the, bold 


doctrine which he put forward in 
Numerous papers and, notably, in 
his book “Air Supremacy,” publish- 
ed in 1921, His opinions hud. and 
- still have, a wide’ influence Lriter- 
nationally on the development of 
alr power, and because strategical 
truths, like old soldiers never die 
I propose in this article to describe 
in condensed form the main tenets 
.of his philosophy, 

Mitchell was fortunately able to 
put proof to his principal thesis 
in his own lfetlme and, by sink- 
‘ing the Ostfriesland, demonstrate 
at any rate that navies had now a 
new rival at sea, But Douhet, who 
has also passed on, was not so pri- 
vileged; and that chiefly because a 
major war was necessary before the 
world might stand convinced. And 
yet of the two It is the latter's 
thought which will lve the longest, 
because he dealt all-embraciagly 
swith war, staging it in the sky, 

* and not with a single phase there- 
of wherein 4 third dimension Is 
concerned with the other two. 

A word about the man himself. 
Soon after Italy took sides in the 
war Douhet scandalized his su- 
pertors of'an older school ‘by reter- 
ring to the aeroplane in a written 
order ax a weapon, thus Placing it 
on’ all fours with: the sabre, the 
bayonet, and the feld piece. , La- 
ter on he. was “stellen-bosched” 
for persistently claiming that corn- 
plete sStrategical independence was 
the dnly right ‘and Proper usage 
for aircraft in the field. But}: 
after Caporetto, when ad. Ub, “de- 
summing” was resorted to by the 
new broom in authority, he was 
dug out ana given command of an 
aviation’ group, One ts ablé to de- 
tect a forceful and (original per- 
sonality, ' ‘ 


These were his matn points. |" 


Firstly, he demanded for the sake 
‘of national security an afr. force 
as’ powerful os the mits of ex- 
, Penditure: would allow, to’ be ab- 
"i  solutely independent .of -both other 
-urms.  Secortdly, this alr’ force

_ fence, . Thirdly, the .role of: the alr 
' force would be to act offensively 
while army and navy maintained 
themselves strictiy on the defence. 
Fourthly, and ag corollary. to. the 
foregoing, most of the avallable

tionary doctrine. It ig not pos- 
sible, he sdid, to forestall alr at- 
tack, and neither naval nor milit- 
ary power can operate to prevent 
it. Effective attack af that sort, 
therefore, independentiy of army 
‘and navy, could compel the sur- 
render of an enemy Power. In 
the case of land warfare, he point- 
‘ed out, owing to the immense po- 
wer of the defence, victory, can 
only be assured by the employment 
of vastly superior force; and he ‘in- 
stanced the equipolse which exist- 
ed ‘on every entrenched front .in the 
Great War as the inevitable out- 
come of that one ruling condition— 
the supremacy of the defence. But 
in the case of air attack, he 
insisted, this situation ts actually 
reversed, because of the tmpos- 
sibility of any real defence against 
it. 


UNIVERSAL APPLICATION 


No country, he maintained, could 
hope. for equal strength in’ all 
three arms, nor would such condi- 
tlon be desirable even if, finance 
permitted.” It would mean unwiel- 
‘diness and divided counsel. “Logi. 
cally, then, a country should be 
strongest in that arm which can 
produce decisive results, namely, 
the alr, For the air is of universa) 
application, able to attack the 
enemy by land and sea, and more 
important still, 'to bombard select- 
fd objectives behind the perimeter 
of the defence. 

Joined to the main clauses of 
tne doctrine were the following 
riders. The abolition of co-cpera- 
Uve-slrcralt either working with 
un army in the field or with the 
fleet at sea and, In addition, the 
suppreaston ‘of all nghter atrerart. 
The argument in these two cases 
wag that the existence of such au- 
xiliaries ‘would equivalently reduce 
whe strength of the independent 
force, which must always be main. 
‘tained at maximum; and that in 
the case of fighters, being unable 
to prevent a bonibing, raid, they 
serve no useful purpose. 


‘In conclusion there {s the ques. ‘ 


tlon of protection against air at- 
tack. to be considered. This, the 
‘doctrine lays down, should be pro- 
vided by the organization of every 
form of anti-aircarft ground de- 
fence; known ‘to sciénce and con- 
centrated ‘at vitally-!mportant cen- 
tres, the safety’ of. civilians being
